GRANT'S PROCLAMATION ! 


(By Telegraph to the Constitution.) 

WASHINGTON, September 15.—Resume 
of the New Orleans affairs. A meeting 
under the Clay statue was called in re- 
monstration of the seizure of arms be- 
longing to private citizens. The meeting 
passed resolutions declaring that the sen- 
ate of the United States declared that 
Kellogg was not elected governor. ‘The 
resolutions denounced him as a usurper, 
and demanded him to abdicate. A com- 
mittee was appointed to bear these reso- 
lutions to Kellogg, but he was non est. 
Gen. Dibble carried the messages hither 
between the committee and the governor, 
the governor in the meantime calling 
upon Grant for aid. During these pro- 
ceedings the federa) troops were inert at 
the customhouse. It may have been ap- 
prehended that they would serve their 
country better by saving the hides of 
high officials there than enforcing the en- 
forcement act on the street. The com- 
munications between the committee and 
governor culminated in mutual tlireats. 
The meeting then adjourned, but the 
people were advised to go home and arm. 
Subsequently D. B. Penn, Lieutenant 
Governor on the McEnery ticket, issued 
a proclamation assuming gubernatorial 
functions and appointing officers to or- 
ganize militia. 

The following was issued to the col- 
ored people of the State of Louislana: 

“In the grand movement now on foot 
against the enormities of the rule of 
Kellogg’s ususurpation, rest assured that 
no harm is meant to you, your property 
or your rights. Pursue your usual avo- 
cations and you will not be molested. 
We war against the thieves, spoilers and 
plunderers of the state, who are involy- 
ing y ur. race and ours in common ruin. 
The rights of the colored as well as of 
white race we are determined to upheld 
and defend. (Signed) |

cannot be convened to call forth 
the militia of any other state or states, or 
to employ such part of the land and naval 
forces as shall be judged necessary for 
the purpose of suppressing such insurrec- 
tion or causing the laws to be duly execu 
ted and 

Whereas the legislature of said state is 
not now in session, and can not be con- 
vened in time to meet the present emer- 
gency, and the executive of the said state 
under section four, article four, of the 
constitution of the United States, 
and the laws passed in purstiance 
thereof has therefore made application 
to me for such part of the military force 
of the Uunited States as may be neces- 
sary and adequate to protect said state 
and the citizens thereof against domestic 
violence, and to enforce the execution of 
the laws, and whereas it is required that 
whenever it may be necessary in the judg- 
ment of the president to use the military 
force for the purpose aforesaid, he shall 
forthwith, by proclamation, command 
such msurgents to disperse and retire 
peaceabiy to their respective homes with- 
in a limited time. 

Now therefore, I, Ulysses 8. Grant 
President of the United States, do here- 
by make proclamation ana command said 
turbulent and disorderly persons to dis- 
perse and retire peaceably to their respec, 
tive abodes within five days from this 
date, and hereafter to submit themselyes |

said state; and I invoke the aid and co- 
operation of all good citizens thereof to 
uphold the laws and preserve the public 
peace. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand, and caused the seal of the 
United States to be affixed. Done at 
the city of Washington, this the 15th 
day of September, in the year of our 
Lord 1874, and of the Independence 
of the United States, the ninety- 
eighth.

The 
undersigned were appointed a committee 
to telegraph to the agent of the associ- 
ated press at New Orleans — that 
the white movement in north Louisiana is 
completed it will be bloodless. The Par- 
ish officials, elected in 1872, will be in- 
stalled at 10 o’clock to-morrow, The 
militia will be organized at 12 noon, 
signed W, B. Eagar, J. C. Moneure, A. 
Hl. Leonard committee.

The Southern States. ~* 


The following article is taken from the 
New Zealand Herald. We publish it to 
show how the ruin that radicalism has 
wrought is regarded in even the remote 
corners of the earth:

The franchised slave was 
ilattered to the top of his bent. The 
more intelligent were placed in positions 
of power and trust, only to be used*as the 
touls of their new masters, the “‘carpet- 
baggers.” A new ‘‘Ungle Tom’s Cabin” 
might easily be written describing the 
tyranny ot this class. Their villanies 
far eclipse all that was ever said of 
the old masters. They have © grad- 
ually and systematically placed these 
states in hopeless and irredeemable bank- 
ruptcy. Vast schemes were inaugurated, 
states pledged to their fulfilment, only 
that vast swindles might be perpetrated. 
fhe negro and ‘‘carpet-bag” rule has 
ruined, demoralized and destroyed the 
south. The wail of broken-hearted white 
slaves is heard where once the merry songs 


and joyous music of the black slave rang, 


through the land. The unhappy country 
is plunged into the extreme of suffering 
and of want. The christian public in 
every state is duily called upon for help 
to save the perishing. ‘The ‘‘carpet- 
bagyers” have done their work, and now 
come the terrible floods which have 
swept away even hope itself. Worse 
than even this—worse, perhaps, than 
want and suffering—is yet to come. 
Soon the rivers will return to their wonted 
course, and the low-lying lands will 
become the home of that fearful scourge, 
yellow fever. The hot southern sun, 
drying up the surcharged swamps and 
overiiown wastes, can generate disease 
and death only. God help the poor 
south, for even worse than this is to come! 
Cruel, fierce, unrelenting civil war is al- 
inmost certain—a war of races, such as the 
world, perhaps, never saw—such as might 
have been seen in Jamaica had Governor 
Eyre been a weak man. Black and white 
are now arrayed against each other; any 
day, any accident, may precipitate the 
calamity, and then the dominant passions 
of both races, lashed into fury by the 
death of hope and the sting of despair, 
will begin their bloody work 

Tae south might have speedily recov- 
ered from the effects of the war, but 
the schemes of northern politicians and 
the insolent tyranny of the blacks have 
done moreto paralyse her than all the 
terrible results of the war. Slavery is an 
evil, but the despoiling of the southern 
people of their heritage, the placing of 
those who had been their servants in the 
position of ignorant, vicious masters, 
was a cruel sin. Twenty years ago the 
south wasa happy, joyous land. The 
slaves well-cared for and well fed. The 
masters —brave, honorable, and profuse- 
ly hospitable. The south was the land 
of chivalry and of beauty. § To- 
davit is the very wreck of what 
it was. The same-time owner 
is practically owned by his slave. The 
beautiful gardens and noble mansions are 
uncultivated and unoccupied. The slave 
rules where the white man ruled, but on- 
ly as the tool of black-souled whites. 
Darkness literally as well as figurativesry 
has covered the land, and slave and mas- 
ter are, or soon will be, lost in its thick 
black gloom. In every state in the Union 
may be found in the humblest positions, 
earning their bread day by day, men and 
women who a few years ago 
occupied exalted spheres of  use- 
fulness in the south.

Missing. 


The statistics of the great city that is 
wedged and crowded into the sharper end 
of Manhattan Island, present many inter- 
esting facts. The mysterious disap- 
pearance of little Charlie has 
brought the subj. ct of missing children 
into prominence, and we have, therefore, 
culled some facts from the recent police 
reports of New York, on this subject. 

Of truant and —losst chil- 
dren 07,447 were picked 
up in five years—an average of 11,489 
perannum. But these were not strictly 
missing persons. They were children 
who had run away from the schools, or 
who were picked up in the streets before 
they were fairly missed in their homes.

Asarule their parents were ignorant of 
their being astray when they were found. 
A missing person in the police world is 
one who, after a prolonged absence 
from home, or after friends or 
relatives have exhausted every 
effort to find him, is reported at the cen- 
tral office as having mysteriously disap- 
peared. An accurate record of these 
disappearances has only been kept since 
the first day of last January. The fig- 
ures are startling—very startling, unless 
we keep in mind the magnitude and char- 
acter of the metropolis of the western 
world, In the eight months covered by 
the reports, 169 children were lost—an 
average of 21a month—and afterwards 
recovered; but 109 more were lost—an 
average of 13 a month—who have not 
been found, so far as the police 
have any information. Most of the 
latter, however, were children of 
larger growth, who probably became 
restive under home rule, and voluntarily 
left their nests to wina quantum of pre- 
carious freedom. It is not likely that 
uny of them were kidnapped except by 
their own ungovernable wills;‘and the fig- 
ures are more interesting for the romances 
they suggest than for the truths they de- 


velope.

Our Water Routes. 


We learn that Col. B. W. Frobel, who 
was some time since appointed engineer 
under the recent act of congress provid- 
ing for the survey of certain water routes 
from the interior to the seaboard, will, 
in a few days, begin the examination and 
urvey of the Coosa river, and will then 
proceed to make a_ survey of the 
Ocmulgee and Altamaha rivers, and the 
inland navigation between the mouth of 
the latter river and Savannah and Bruns- 
wick. The object of this survey is to 
determine more definitely the route of 
the proposed water line between the 
Mississippi and the Atlantic; and we are 
highly gratified that the position of 
engineer for this important work 
has been tendered to Col. Frobel.
